I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  juinual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Ues though ton  for  the 
year  1955,  together  with  certain  statistical  information  thereto,  for 
your  information  and  consideration. 

STATISTICS 


The  population  of  the  district  in  1955  14,  950?  an  increase 

of  80  on  the  figure  ascertained  for  1954. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  189  births  were  registered,  of  which 
7  were  still  born,  so  that  the  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review 
is  12.8,  as  against  13.4  the  previous  year,  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  37 
as  against  45  in  1954. 

Nine  infants  failed  to  survive  to  their  first  birthday,  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  27  for  the  year,  as  against  8  deaths  and  a 
rate  of  26  the  previous  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  maternal 
death.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  therefore  remains  at  nil* 

The  number  of  deaths,  from  all  causes,  was  195?  giving  a  Crude  Death 
Rate  of  13.0. 

HEALTH  SERVICES . 


The  Lancashire  County  Council,  through  its  Divisional  Health  Scheme, 
1947?  has  continued  to  provide  the  personal  health  services  in  the  district, 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  Section  B  of  the  report,  together  with 
certain  essential  information  in  regard  to  other  services.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 


Vfater  Supply. 

Bolton  Corporation  supply  the  district  with  water,  vdiich  is  of 
good  quality.  All  dwellings  are  supplied  directly  with  water  from  the 
mains  and  since  the  completion  of  a  scheme  involving  the  laying  of  new 
mains,  the  quality  of  the  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  district 
is  satisfactory.  The  construction  of  a  new  service  reservoir  was 
commenced  during  March  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  he  completed 
hy  the  end  of  September,  next  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  is  on  the  combined  system.  There  is  one  main  sewage  disposal 
plant  at  Rogers  Farm  and  three  subsidiary  plants  at  Dicconson  Lane,

A  dustbin  replacement  scheme  is  operated  by  the  Local  Authority 
in  relation  to  dwelling-houses,  the  cost  of  vi  ich  becomes  a  charge 
on  the  General  Pate  Fund. 

The  privy  middens  hich  are  situated  in  unsewered  portions  of  the 
district  are  emptied  regularly.  A  substantial  decrease  in  the  number 
of  dry  ashpits  has  been  achieved  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  refuse  to  be  dealt  v.dth  continues  to  increase  with 
the  growth  of  housing  accommodation.

There  are  66  cow  keepers  in  the  district,  23  of  which  produce  graded 
milk.  The  milk  produced  on  these  premises  was  sampled  on  128  occasions. 

Six  farmers  from  the  outside  districts  retail  milk  in  the  area  and  these 
supplies  were  sampled  • on  12  occasions. 

A  total  of  1 34-  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  as  for  last  year  2  or  1.3)vo  were  found  to 
be  positive. 

Nr  milk  supply  was  diverted  for  heat  treatment. 

All  milk  supplied  to  schools  is  heat  treated. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  1949?  70  persons  were  granted  dealers 
licences  to  sell  sterilised  milk  and  33  persons  to  sell  pasteurised  milk.

Food  Poisoning. 

Seventy  six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

All  cases  were  mild  and  of  short  duration.  The  origin  of  infection  was 
traced  within  a  few  hours  of  the  first  notifications  Being  received  and 
steps  were  immediately  taken  to  limit  its  spread,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  bakehouse  concerned.

Statistics 


Fifty-two  traditional  type  houses  v/ere  completed  on  the  Clough  Farm 
Estate  and  twelve  flats  on  the  Hunts  Bank  Estate  during  the  year.  The 
following  accommodation  was  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  20  x  3  Bedroom;  2x2  Bedroom  tyoe  on  the  Cl ouch  Farm  Estate  No.  2. 
and  38  x  3  Bedroom;  2x2  Bedroom  type  in  the  Clough  Farm  Estate  No.  3* 


Thirty  one  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  By  private  Builders. 
Conditions  -  General  Observations. 


Of  the  older  houses  in  the  district  most  consist  of  the  four  room  cottage 
type,  Built  in  terraced  rows.  These  are  moderatly  well  maintained.  But  lack 
such  amenities  as  Baths  and  hot  water  installations. 

Quite  a  few  of  these  houses  are  now  owner-occupied  and  in  addition  to 
Being  well  maintained  have  Been  considerably  improved. 

Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses . 

There  were  386  ap olicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List,  of  these  218 
were  without  separate  homes  and  1 68  were  householders. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 


The  repair  and  maintenance  of  houses  still  remains  a  major  problem, 
which  demands  a  good  deal  of  attention  By  the  Department.  Rising  costs  have 
accentuated  the  difficulty  of  getting  owners  to  carry  out  repairs  to  the 
desired  standard.  Every  endeavour  was  made  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  that 
essential  repairs  were  carried  out  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  inspite 
of  these  difficulties  86/i»  of  defects  or  nuisances  recorded,  were  abated  By  the 
end  of  the  year.

A  survey  of  unfit  houses  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  a  total 
of  165  houses  listed  for  action  in  the  next  five  years  under  the  provisions
